The specification and claims have been amended in 
response to the various objections and rejections. In 
particular, claims 8, 15, 21, 22, 2 8 and 34 have been 
amended to point out more clearly that the active ingredient 
is formulated for parenteral administration, and to spell 
out what the activity is. Support for these amendments is 
found on page 16, lines 1-18 and page 5, lines 28-30 as well 
as by the characterization of the active ingredient as an 
antigen which automatically implies that an immune response 
will be generated. Accordingly, no new matter has been 
added and entry of the amendment is respectfully requested.
